beon at fault in allowing a horror of the pub.
li¢ disoussion of private matters, combined
with the regard for tho future of my grand-
son, to permit so much calumny to go un-
answered, 'T'ho last outrage of the kind, em-
bodled in the declsion of the juage at Dead-
wood, S. D., assume= an ofticial character
whioh makes it fimpossible to remuin longor
silent, Toremaln sllent would be to nceept
and perpetuate w great wrony to my wife—a
greater wrong to my grandson than even a
publication of the truth ean inflict upon him,

1t 18 necossary in speaking that 1 shoula
give a summary, as brief as possible, of the
marriago and the inodents which followed
and led to thoe separation,

Deoliberntely Decelved by Priest and Son,

A letter which I addressed to the Roev,
Tromus I. Ducey at the thmme of the marrage
will distinetly state the important facts bonr-
ing upon that event:

Avouara, Mo, Sept, 18, 1880, —Rov. Thomas
I. Ducey, rector of St, Leo's church, No, 16
Iast Twonty-ninth street, Now York.—bir:
On Wednesday morning last, the5th instant,
my youngest son, James G, Blalooe, jre,
shockoed me by the aunouncemant that on the
proceding Monday he had been united in
marclage with Miss Maey Novins; that you
had performed the cersmouny in your own
roctory s that my son and Miss Nevius wore
unaccompauied by friend or relative, and
thot two ol vour housshold servants wors
tho sole witnessas, My son's announcemsant
gave the first knowledge that 1 or any mam.
ber of my tamily had of his marriaga or even
of hisattachment to Miss Nevins, whose
charaoter I wish tosay at the outset s not
sl all in the question, and of whom but for
this rosh morrlere 1 bave never heard o
breath ot consure,

Married While n Minor,

My son was born Octobar 12, 1868, and I3
not, therofora, 18 yvenrs old, He was living
hero in his own home 1n the house whero he
was born, surronnded by nelghbors who had
known him all his lite, unoer the daily care
of & tutor who was fitting bhim for colloge,
which he boped to enter this autumn. To
facllitate his proparation he desived to re-
muin horo during the summer while thoe
other mombers of tho family wore much of
the time at Bar Harbor. As 1 nave since
learnod, Miss Nevins, 1n company with her
sister and father, camo o Augusta on Mon-
day, August 16. On Frdsy, September 8,
elghtoon days after her arnival in Aupusta,
my son had nover sceu or heard her name
uutil sho came here, loft his home without
permission and without the knowledge of
any member of s family and accompanied
Milss Novios und her sister to their mother
in Now York. On Saturday, the 4th, the
two young persons presented themsclves to
you for marriage. Through my eldest son,
Walker Blaine, who went to New York as
soon us I heard these unhappy tidings, 1
learn that Jmwmes misrepresented his age to
you, stating that he was within a mouth or
two of 21,

Alded and Abetted by Father Ducey,

But be aid not (sccording to your own nar-
rative to my son Wallkter) concenl from you
tho vital fact that be was a minor, por he did
not conceal from you but openly ayowed that
I had no knowlodge wimtever of bis inten-
tion to bo married, and that his special de-
sign wis to koop all knowledge of it from me,
1n this concenlment he sought your aid and
abetment, and you held his secrot under con-
slderation from HSaturday until Monday,
agroting with my son not to advise spy mem-
ber of my family of bis rash purpese, You
took bim to tho archbisbop in  order thatr a
dispensation might bo securad to enable Miss
Novins, who was reared & Catholie, to marry
my son, who was born, baptised and rveared
a Prowstunt, You kvuew that during the
long interval 1o which you were making
these preparations I was within a moment's
reach by telegraph, aud yet you never gavo
the slightest intimation to me, the wmoat
deoply luterested nod respounsible purty,

Unworthy of u Priest and a Man,

In defense of this conduot you alleged to
my son Walker the confidence reposed in vou
88 A priest by my son. The contidence of
the confessional is always respected, but by
your wse of confidences reposed In you oul-
side of Lo coufessional, oven by those not of
the Catholio communion, you perforee ve-
come au secomplice before the act of any
orime or any 1mprudence to whidh you may
Mston, It is pot for me to advise a winlster
of your intelligence that your position ls ab-
solutely untenable, would be daogerous to
society, and would uot be respected by any
ocourt of the land, You further alleged in
Justitication of your action that if you had
nob performed the coremony someoneé olse
would have done 1t. That s & common de-
fonso of evildolng sud Is unworthy of &
pricst and & man. You might as well justify
your murder of 8 man by chloroform on the
ground that otherwise someone else would
murder him with a dagger.

A week ago my boy was under my protec-
tion, the moat helpless, the lesst respousible
member of wmy family, erratic but con.

* brolable through bis stropg affections, au

objeot of constant watohfuloess to  his
purénts, bis brothers aud bis sisters, o
source of counstant anxiety, but not of
Sespair, bocause be s of good abilities, as
readily Influenced to the right as to the
wWrong, snd because the patience of love cun
Bover kuow weariness. “Today through your
Bgenoy this Loy io years, i experience, in

v

udgment, in practical eapacity, leaves my
10ms And my  eare Loroeasd with the fuil
roaponsibiiitios of & mun with the welfare of
i woman in s keaping.

“The Gullt be on Your Wead,"

I am powerleks, 1 eannot question tho
logallty of the mareinge. 1 shall at a dls-
tanco and at evory disadvantage endeavor to
guide my son, But as a father, liviog under
the divioe institution of family, as & cititon
hving undor the divine order of society, 1
protest againat your sct. As o servant of
Giod to whose ministry you are ordained, 1
eall God to witness botween you and me. OF
whatever avils resulting from this deplorable
marriagoe my son may bo the author or the
viethe, the guilt be on yvour head.

Jased G, Braixe,

When 1 wrote this letter 1 believed that
Miss Nevins had no other responsibility in
the macrigge than 1o conventing to my son's
apponl, and was blumoeworthy ?or this alone,
Sineo then I am prepured to say that the
marringes was arranged by hor far mora than
by my son; that she did everything to pro-
mote It, suggosted avery arrangement, an-
ticiputed and provided for every emorguney,
and that in fact, but for her porsonal, active
and untireing agency the marrlage would
nover have takoun place. In this she showaa
knowledgoe and forothought not to be ex-
pected in a woman of 21 years,

The Hand of the Womnn,

Within ten days after ber arrival In Au-
Rusia, within one week from the day she first
met my son, she was adjuring bim thus for
soveral successive aavs: *“\Write nothing
until 1 see vou. Lot me kuow at once about
the Inw (of marriage). 1 can’t wait to hear.
It makes mo 111"

“Untt you come to me a moment! Am
alone. 1o not send up your oard."”

“Did you see the laws! Do not keep up
the suspense."’

“T'ho Bar Harbor houss is parfeot, but 1
love tho dear old pluce far better,*

“Don't ask any questions that may load
people to suspect auything, Remember that
woare in the mouths of every mun, woman
and child in Augusta, Every word you spoak
is repeated and misconstrued. KEvery look
of yours, every flush of your face, is talked
of.  Luok into the laws only tomorrow aud
perhaps ono gquestion At the bank (whoere he
obtained money ror his marriage jonrney on
my necount by lpdueing the vashier to ad-
vancéo him funds or his meémorandum, a
thing ho bad never loarned to do before he
met Miss Nevins. )"

Mindful of the Laws,

“All olso can wait, Oh, do be oareful, I
feol now all sorts of dreadful things ure said
of us. You don't know how vile the world
8. Do look up the laws, The rest keop
guler,"

“DId you look into the laws of Massa-
cliusetts snd Now Yorw. 1 am sure not,
Answaor this tonight,”

I have at tast thought of the only man on
enrth whom we can both trust for witoess,
He is a muu [ ¢an telegraph for to come to
Bostou If we find it neccssary, He i3 a man
and headores every member of my family,
* % * 1 hoavo known him since I was a
child. He would go any placo with us ana
none know, HMe unever would brestho it as
long as he lived. If you say se, 1 will glve
him a gentle hint that T will need his services
for an emergency, bt not toll him for what,™*

“Do writo me at once what the New York
law wus nud tho forfell. Answor at once.™

Whon they renched New York aftor they
had fled from Augusta, she cautioned my
son not<do ‘‘forget tha £ gola picce in a
little box for Ducey, and look Into the poclkoet
of his gray clothes for the ring.” Iun slort,
she took chavge of evory matter and directed
the proceedings to the last minute,

Too Late for Actlon,

It was thus that a boy of 17 years and 10
months, in some respocts inex perionced even
for his age, was tempted from his school
books and led to the altar by a young woman
of full 31 years—with entire secrocy con-
trived by hersolf pnd with all the lostru-
ments of her deyice complote and exaet,

When my eldest son, Walker, went to
New York, 8s 1 have related in the Ducey
letter, his object wns to see whother the
marringe of my youngest son might not be
fuvalld or could not be annulled by reason of
his youth, It was mnat with the assertion
that It was too late for any proceedings to
sot nside the marrisge, becuuse altor the
marrioge the bride, instend of returnivg to
her mothor, bond tnken passago for DBoston
with the groom on ove of the night steamers
on Long Island Sound,

1 purpose mext to show by asomewhat
minute statement of faots und dates the
falsity of the assertion that Mprs, Blaine
broke up the marriage velutions of my son
and nis wife. She did not soe ner daughtor-
in-law uotil May, 1887, eight months after
the marringo, when being in New York the
Intter called upon hor twice during her two
days' stay. The noxt time she saw boer was
a mooth later. When about to sall for
Burope op thoe Sth of June she was a single
day in New York and saw the young woman
on taking leave.

Fuoots nnd Dates,

At the end of fourteen months we returned
from Eum{:ﬂ and stopped 1wo or three aays
in New York. We found that in our ab-
senca our son had not only spent his entire
allowauee, but that he was deeply in debt,
It was thoun arranged that both my son and
his wifo should come down to Augusta and
have their future determined nt a family
council, They arrlved 1o Augusta on Satur-
day, the 18th of August, Mrs. Blaine was
absent from home on & visit and returned
Monday afternoon, the 20th, so that she
saw James' wife for the first time {u
Augusta on tho evening of August 20, With-
in two or three days I learned the dotails of
the dismal fuilure of their New York hfe,
and arter full consu'tation with Mrs, Blaine
and with her free approval I proposed that
that thoy should come to llve at Augusta und
occupy their old home. I had & summer
house at Bar Harbor, and as I intended to
spend all my winter in Washington, this
bouse would boa vacant if they did not
occupy it.  T'he house belug large | proposed
to pay for fusl and Hght aud the wuges of &
man servant, and I would furnish them with a
horse snd earrisge,

Assures Them un Income,

I nls assured them in addition them the
sum of &,600 a year untl iy son shoula ba
able to earn an income of that smount. 1
made the proposition while we woro sittiog
on the lawn, with my son's wife with but a
few foot distane. My son went immediately

over to her @n I koow that he
told  her in  detail ust what my
offor was. Her reply was that she would not

stay in Augusta on any cousideration, He
was very much disconcerted by her decision,
and for the first time loformed his mother
and myself of bis discontént and unhappi-
noss, u fact which was not before known, but
which was not received with surprise. We
then learved that during our absence in
:um%u he bad become gradually estranged
from her, and her refusal to accept the resi-
donee in Augusin was morely tho last of a
long series of dispgreements whioh threat-
ened to make thelr united life impossible ana
which led finally to o separation. Disaster is
tue only logitimate conclusion of such & mar-
rluga. During the two weeks that wy son's
wifo stayed at Augusts, it becamse palent to
every momber of wy fawily and Lo every vis.
itor, snd 10 no oue twore than my<elf, that a
soparation was the least disaster to bo
droadod,
Mother und Wife.

The immedlate occasion of her departure
Was my son's golng o Bangor at my request
og Friday, August 81, with some doouments
for which I telegrapbed (1 was occupled with
the campaigo of the state) and he continued
with me to Ellsworth, where I was L spesk
on Saturday, the 1st of Septomber, There
belug a violont ralostorm the mesting at
Ellsworth was postpouea o Monday, Sep-
tember 3, Jumed speot tho intervul at Bar
Hurbor snd 1 remained at Ellsworth. On
Monday after the meeling Jamas returned
with me to Augusta and arrived at 1l p. m.,
only to learo thet his wife bad gons to New
York at § p. m,, elght bours before, She
knew well that James would be at home
that pight, |

Mrs. Blaine ped strougly disapproved of
berdoparture sua had saroestly urgea hor to
remain, She did pot then dremm thet our
5o would vot follow bis wife, or that the
linmivent fdual separation would come so

s00n; but  sbo deprecated the murry
and, 1o us et least, asudden de-
perture, and the journey to New York

alone with thelr infant aud nurse. She did
not, however, suspoct that the youug wouan

loft with any less friendly reeling towara
horself than toward every other mombor of
of the family, except my son James. Find-
ing the young womar. determined to go, ana
forseeing toe aifficuities In their path, sinco
my daughter-in-law utterly declinod the pro-
vision | made for their support, Mrs, Blaine
ropeatedly bado her remember that at any
moment we would recoive tho child for any
longih of time—for one year, thyed vears, ten
venrs or for life—that ho shouid receive, as
nll who know my wife will believe, the very
pest of care and sitention; that she would
put his mather under no condivons what-
ever, and that whenever she wished the
child to be returned to her he would be sent.
Tho offer wag given in the most friendly
spirit in which it conld be given. ‘Thus my
daughtordn Iaw left my home, the only home
my son could provide for har. She left be.
hind her for my son & note whoso temper nid
ton® ure saMoiently indicated by a single ox-
tract,
From Wile to Iashnnd,

“You knew when you left what the conse-
t%ut‘lu'!! of your trip to Bar Huarovor would be,

Vhat business had you st Bar Harbor! Why
aid you not telegraph mo and not let me he
nwike till noarly 4 o'clock! You shall live
to regret all this, You have broken the
groater of your promises thus far, and untl
you learn to be truthful you necd not come
noar me, Iam not here to have my affairs
discussed among the nelghvors, If vou de-
sire Lo have any comnmunication with me you
can address Now Yorlk hotel.”

This was signeda simply “Mary Novins
Blaineo,”

Un reading this note, my son declared: I
will not follow her, and 1 told her 1 would
not wnen she made the threat,"

Just forty-four day after this wilful do-
parture, she returned to my houss accom-
panied by her mother, Mrs, Nevids, my
grandson and bis nurse. AL the moment of
their arrival thore wers in the house only
Mrs, Blaine, who was ill, rnd the servants,

Mrs. Bilame at ouce arose, dressed and
went down staies, Laving previously in-
structed her mald 1o do everytling required
for thelr comfort, This was the only timoe
she ever mot Mrs, Nevins, Nelthor lady
advancoed to greet her, No band was ex-
tended to her, but from Mrs, Nevlas, sec-
ondea by her daupghter, came charges nginlast
her aon and hersell, so insultivg ana so0 vio-
lent that a servant was callod in for the
frankly exprosseld purpase of neting ns o ro-
straint upon the eldor visitor

On this brief s:ay of two weeks with us,
anil on this one last visit of two hours, rests
ull the =ubstantiation of the statements of
the judge ot Deadwood.

1Probably the mostunigque provosition
for un investigation comes from Seaator

Sugeestions for the Postil Department,

The recommendations and suggestions of
the county seat postinastors, who rocently
submitted their raports to the postinaster
goneral aftor visitiug wbe oflces in their
counties, are now being considerad in all
thelr detnils by the different buroaus of the
dopartment. The roports from the county
sent postmasters generally had letters acoon-
panying them and othnaixlug the most im-

ortant suggestions, These letters were re-

orrod to the different burenns, Of the 2,200
postmasters who made the visits, fally two-
thirds mnde sugeestions, These included
recommondutions about tha discoulinuance
and establishment of ofices, the curtailment
or lncrease of star route sarvice, and changes
in u few cases where postmastors sesmed un-
dosirable, In such matlers as the posting of
the anti-lottery lnw and the sunpiying of in-
struction in the keeping of socnunts, ste,, the
recommaendations were, of course, carried
into effect personnlly; but in the lsrger
changos {u the service roference to the proper
turenu of the department was nocessarlly
had, This work 1s uow going on and every
one of the hundreds of suggestions made is
followed up until it iy, carried out, or iv is
found impossible to carry it out,

For the Sale of Indian Lands,

Favorably nction 15 assured by the senato
uro.a Senator Paddook's smend ment to his
bill for the adjustment of the sales of land
boelonging to the Otoe and Missouri lndians.
Tue amendmont provides that In cases where
full amount of apprased value of the lands
sold and Interest bas been paid the patents
shall issue, nand “where it hos not beon paid
two years more tima be given in which 1o
make good the deficit, butif there Is default
or impediment at the end of this extenslon
the land shall revert back and oe sold agaio,
Tnere shall then be no refuna of money paid,
The provisions of the amendment will not

More Bank Exnminers Reguired,

1t Is upndoubtodly trae that thero nre not
were thun halt as many national bank ex-
pminers as there should ve, and men who
have taken ospecial Intereat in the subject
say they will present a bill providing for a
large ineresse of the bank examining forces
and reorganize the system.  One of toe prop-
usitious in this direction is to uppointfrom
umong the banking forees in each eity hav-
lng, say four oy morc natiounl banks, an ex
nminer who will look alone to the banks in
his city, 'The ideafs to have in each iy
whare thera aro a number of natfonal banks
an axaminer who will keep close run of the
values of the securities held by the banks,
and the commorcial standing of borrowers,
Of course such a proposition would hnve
certain sufeguards thrown about the exum-
inor which would make it impossible for him
1o show favoritism or give more loniency
than is now extended. The trouble with the
examining systam is that there are not
enough examiners, and somo banks have not
haa vheir examinavion for poeriods uvearly
twice those required by the law., To give
emplinsis to the necessity for an inerease 1n
the exemining foren the fact s pointed out
that nearly all banys which bave been closed
during the past your had oot been examined
within the time prescribsg by law, and the
closing occurred iwtoediately after tho ox-
aminatinn was mado.
